When the re- 
porter reached the station the place wore a 
deserted appearance, Which ix un 
unusual thing, us the diminutive 
form of Dowd may be seen at all hours of the 
day gracefully reclining against a beer-keg 
outside the saloon next the police station. 
The place Was deserted vesterday morning: 
but the mysterious absence was solved shortly 
after the reporter was inside the station. The 
terrible trio, O'Neill, Dowd and Dumphy, had 
heen watching for such an opportunity for the 
last week. They had concealed themselves till 
the offender had reached 2 safe distance from 
the door, then cautiously emerging from their 
hiding place Dowd and Dumphy guarded the 
‘door while O'Neill gently stole behind the re- 
porter and almost paralyzed him by way of 
introduction. Dowd’s bullet-head was poked 
inthe doorand in his squeaking voice he 
velled, Kick a lung out of bim, Pat! Hill 
the divil. kill him, he’s ruined our reputa- 
tion.” 
showering Llow after blow onthe head and 
arms of the unfortunate scribe. Pat. being 
short-winded soon tired out, and, throwing 
the exposer of his schemes on the floor he 
began using his number eleven sccond-haud— 
ed boots in an artistic manner on the ribs of 
his fallen foe. Cruning his feet, the reporter 
made a bold dash for liberty, but was doom

door he plunged into the midst of un infuriat- 
ed police force, all thirsting for blood. 
Alter receiving afew more thumps ov yari- 
ous parts of the body an escape was 
effected, but his hat was in the hands of the 
enemy. A cessation of hostilities was re- 
quested but resulted in an exeiting foot race, 
the repoiter running the three poliee, he be- 
ing inthe lead, however, and they followin’, 
Dowd took a short cut and succeeded In trip- 
ping the fugitive, when the terrible three 
ONeill, Dowd and Dumphy—pounced upon 
him and began another tattoo on his ribs 
with their heavy boots. Once more the 
serie scrambled to mis feet und 
distanced. his pursuers. Mavor Jovee ar- 
rived upon the scene about this time and re- 
monstrated with the three police for their 
shameful conduct, but was roundly abused 
i) the three representatives of the bumimer 
element of the force. They resolved them— 
selves into a committee of three and stood 
guard over the station door, forbidding en- 
trance to all applicants. Another re- 
porter appeared in the distance, ang the 
vomniittee of three was reduced to one, 
(Neill and Dowd starting afterthe approach- 
ing pencil pusher. He, however, succeeded 
in gelling intothe library and barring the 
door before their arrival. The City Council 
should certainiv feel proud of their appoint- 
ments, and are deserving of the gratitude of 
the tax-payers for the efficient police force on 
Which they arecompelled to rely for protec- 
tion. Mavor Jovee, cognizant of the inefti- 
ciency of the force, sent a  communi- 
cution to the Chief of Police recommending 
the removal of what the Mayor often styles 
„political bummers,“ from the force. The 
commimunication was’ unheeded, however, as 
Chief Renshaw is powerless in the matter. 
He willingly admits that the foree is sadly in 
need of reorzanization, but the City Council 
alone are to blame for keeping such men to 
make dastardly attempts upon the lives of 
unarmed boys. Two men alone could 
retain their positions were the chief allowed 
to hate his way without following the dic- 
tates of interested politicians. If such as- 
suits are tolerated and the perpetrators re— 
tained on the foree, it will be dangerous for 
honest men to appear upon the streets with- 
out a shot gun or te revolyers.

An Interesting Talk With the 


Great Italian Tragedian. 


His Views of Shakspeare—His Interpre- 
tation of the Character of Othello. 


It is always interesting to hear the views of 
those whose reputation and genius place them 
above the heads of the ordinary mass of 
mankind, who growl,as it were, inthe twi- 
light of a dim intellectuality, concerning their 
own pursuits and their estimate of thę pub- 
lic. Had Shakspeare been interviewed con- 


cerning the philosophy underlying his plays, 
and could he have had an * 
of explaining his analysis of human charac- 
ter,and have told us whether he really intend- 
ed we should understand, for example, that 
Hamlet was a lunatie and not assuming 
the eccentricities of lunacy, the 
exposition would have been worth printing. 
Sbakspeare is dead, and the belief is some- 
what prevalent that he is beyond the reach of 
the reportorial catechist of the present 
day. Although the POST-DISPATCH 
has no wandering Ulyssus to invade 
Plutonian realms, it has some reporters 
who make it tolerably lively for those mortals 
who still remain on this side of the Stygian 
shore. One of these found Signor Salvini, the 
greatest living exponent of Shakspearian 
dramatic art, in the ticket office 
of Pope’s Theater yesterday, and immediate- 
ly proceeded to question him. 

„Hon are you pleased with the reception you 
have received from the American public on 
this your second visit tothe United States?“ 
began the reporter. 
lam very much pleased,’ answered Salvini 
through the medium of an interpreter, for 
the Signor speaks no Englisn; “the best proof 
of popular favor I have had has been in the 
large audiences which have invariably greet- 
ed me wherever I have been,” continued he. 

“As compared With your previous engage- 
ment how have you found your houses, 
Signor?’’ 

“Much larger,” said he. “I think I am pet- 
ter understood now than [ was before by the 
American people, which comes, I apprehend, 
from a closer acquaintance with my philoso- 
phy of characterization.“ 

When do you return to Europe, Signor?!“ 

„In the beginning of May I shall proceed 
to Florence where I shall spend the summer. 
I rst play in New Orleans, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Boston.” 

**What are your subsequent engagements’? 

1 have made no arrangements as vet 1 
never make more than one contract at u time. 
I now feel us though I should take a rest for 
a year on reaching Florence. 1 have advant- 
ugeous offers from managers 
in London, St. Petersburg and Egypt. 
Playing fourtimes a week and so much 
traveling has wearied me. In Europe [ usu- 
ally remain in one city two or three months.“ 

“Did vou ever undertake to play in any 
other language save vour own native Italian, 
Signor?!“ 

Never!“ replied Salvini, with emphasis: 
and T never expect to. I uam too old to study 
now. Besides, I have much else todo. 1 
um Writing my views of Shakspeare and ob- 
servations upon his tragedies for Seribner’s 
Monthly, which will be completed before I 
returu to Europe. That will be a somewhat 
lengthy work and will occupy a good deal of 
my time.“

It is 
because the play itself appeals to more human 
passions than any other—love, jestousy., re- 
venge, ambition. In the tragedy of 
*Macheth,’ for instances, there is only the 
passion Of ambition. In the ‘Gladiator’ there 
is Only a father’s love. A cultivated audience 
Willa ays appreciate Hanilet better than an

He had only seen Bernhardt in Paris, once 
in-‘Hernani,’ and he could not tell by what 
he had seen Whether she was a great artist or 
not. She must unquestionably possess merit 
of a high order, or she could not 
occupy the place she did in the dramatic 
world. : 

Signor Salvini is by no means an old man in 
appearance or uction. He oan, scarcely be 
more thun forty years of age. Though his 
crown. is bald his head is _ fringed 
with brown locks,which contain never a streak 
of grey. He is six feet high, and as round as 
an athlete, with'a pled@sant smile and face. 
His eyes are biue, and his complexion light, 
with a certain pallor which 
always accompanies the man of midnight toil. 
In conversation he is affable and vivacious, 
and he thinks, with some others, that Shaks- 
peare was the greatest dramatist of any coun- 
try or any age. 


THE RIVER ROUTE.

Its Advantages Over the Railroads 
and Atlantic Ports. 
— 2 — 
Good Reasons for the Alarm Felt by New 
York and Other Markets. 


The Mississippi River route, as a means of 
export to Europe, has been an assured and 
gratifying fact to St. Louis for several years, 
but the success of the river route has heretofore 
been received with incredulity by competing 
markets, and especially by the Atlantic ports, 
which affected to deride the idea that ship- 


ments of grain could be sent by the way of 
New Orleans cheaper and as rapidly as when 
shipped by the Eastern route. But, 
with the resumption of river navigation the 
movement of grain by barges from this mar- 
ket has been so large and such quick time has 


been made by these shipments, that other mar- 


kets have become really alarmed at the pros- 
pect of their export trade being cut into by 
the St. Louis and New Orleans route. The 
New York Produce Exchange is reported as 
nbout to take actioninthe matter by ascer- 
taining Wherein the advantages ofthe river 
route lie,and if possible do something toavert 


the danger that threatens the supremacy 


of the New York market as the leading 
grain export! port of this country. 
The papers of that city have not as yet given 
expression to the alarm thatJis felt in mer- 
cantile cireles, but are doing their best to 
cheer their merchants up. The New York 
Commerefal Bulletin, referring to the ship- 
ment of the largest tow of grain that ever 
deseended the Mississippi, taken by the 
steamer Oakland, including 263,465 bushels 
corn and 90,000 bushels wheat, says: 
“Kreights to New Orleans are much below 
those for which the railroads can afford to 
carry: but here thefadvantage in a great 
measure ends. Port charges, the cost of 
transferring the grain from barge to steamer 
at New Orleans, with enhanced 
marine insurance various other 
incidentals, bring up the 
total to a point which, other things consider, 
ed, really leave the Mississippi exporters no 
advantage over the Atlantic porte.” 

The advantage of the Mississippi route does 
not end at low river freights, though these 
low freights are really about the greatest ad- 
vantage this route has. The cost of trans- 
ferring at New Orleans from barge to steam- 
er is only de per bushel, whieh it may be 
sufe to say is no larger than the same charge 
in New York. ‘The marine insurance from 
New York is now more than from New Orleans 
ux are also ocean freights, but the former is 
not more than equal to one cent more per 
bushel on grain and freights now not 
over sixpence or twelve cents 
more per quarter, and ocean  freights 
Within a short time past have been the same 
from New Orleans tothe United Kingdom as 
from New York. 

The advantages possessed by the St. Louis 
exporters over those of New York or, forthat 
matter, overany of the Atlantic ports, can 
very clearly be shown. Take wheat on this 
market at the present time. No. 2 red winter, 
the grade used for exporting, could be pur- 
chased vesterday for +1 02's. The charges 
per bushel for shipment to the buyers to New 
(rieans would be 1“ for elevator” storage at 
this point, freight Sc, insurance due, trans- 
ferring from barge to steamer at New Orleans 
„, Inspection say Fe, Making total charges 
of lle, and bringing the cost of the wheat 
loaded into steamer and ready for shipment 
up to #115. No.2 red wheat in New York 
londed in steamer is quoted at $1 222. This 
leaves a margin in favor of the New Orleans 
route at 9's cents per bushel. Evenja differ- 
ence of 6 pence, or [2 cents per quarter (of 480 
pounds) in ocean freights, and 1 cent per 
bushel ocean insurance in favor of New 
York, would still leave the Mississippi River 
shipment 7 cents ahead of wheat sent from 
the Atlautie port.

The 
railroads would have to carry this same wheat 
from St. Louis to New York at less than 15 
cents per 100 pounds in order to compete with 
the river rome in the matter of freights, even 
adding tothe river charges the matter of ad- 
ditional insurance and the New Orleans 
transfer charge, anda 15 cent -rate is some- 
thing unheard of and Jess to be expected, 

It is eonfidently expected by St. Louis ex- 
porters that river rates on grain will be down 
10 6 cents per bushel by the first of June, 
even if not sooner, Which, with reduced 
charges atNew Orleans, and these are conti- 
dently promised by New Orleans merchants, 
will bring the cost of shipping charges down 
so low that the movement of grain by the 
river route will be simply enormous.

The Political Situation inthe Senate, 
WASHINGTON, March 15.—The Democratic 
Senators held a conference late yesterday af- 
ternoon, and decided to goon with the pro- 
gramme marked out not to pair with the va- 


cant Republican seats, but also not to push 
for a vote on organization. Immediately after 
the: Senate adjournment this afternoon 
the Democrats met again in caucus to discuss 
the situation. The prevailing sentiment is in 
favor of maintaining the course marked 
out, and notto accept the minority position 
until itis decided by vote. When the organi- 
zation is decided in favor of the Republicans 
the Democrats will not filibuster or delay but 
will take the minority position ut once. 

This is the present plun and, doubtless, Iwill 
be adopted. The Republicans have not consid- 
ered the matter of new officers for the Senate, 
and will not until the committees are formed. 
The best information is that the Republicans 
will chose the Secretary of the 
Senate, and Mahone will be permitted to 
name a party friend from Virginia for Sergeant 
at-Arms.

THE PLAY OF OTHELLO. 


A Splendid Performance at Pope's T 
Last Night. 1. 


Pope’s bright and cosy theater was filled last 
night with a cultivated audience—one such a, 
is seen only on Opera nights er special ama 
teur occasions. It was an audience such us 
any manager might feel rejoiced to see ig pj, 
theater. The play presented was Shaks 
peare’s sublime tragedy of Othello, a piay 
that contains more range of human passion 
than allthe classic drama combined. In tha 
hands of such a finished actor as Edwin Boot) 


itis not difficult to make the character ot 
‘‘Iago’’ the leading role in the play, though i; 
isevident that the author intended that the 
part of ‘‘Othello’’ should predominate—oye;. 
top, as it were, all the surrounding people ing;. 
dent tothe working out of the plot. Mr. John 
Stetson, the manager of the company now en 
acting at Pope’s, seems to have conceived the 
idea of subordinating allthe characters in th. 
play to that of Michael Cassio.“ In car. 
rying out this original design Mr. Stetson has 
secured Mr. Henry Crisp, an actor of undoubt 
ed merit. The Cassio of the play is a hand 
some, trank young officer, full of fine senti. 
ment, rather more of a courtier than soldier, 
‘‘framed to make women false, Whose only 
infirmity is the love of strong drink coupled 
with a too yielding dispositiqn. All of this Mr. 
Crisp seems to personify. His long career a, 
an actor of juvenile and lover parts has fitted 
him well for the arduous work of carrying such 
a part as Cassio, and attaching to it all the 
interest which smrounds the play. In the first 
scene Mr. Crisp last night charmed the audi. 
ence with the sweet melody of his voice, his 
sublime self-possession and his original and 
highly statuesque posings. His attitudes were 
at times most absolutely classic. Inthe scene 
atthe §Cyprus landing he delivered one of his 
speeches in an attitude so fervent that one was 
reminded of polished Discabolus, the quoit. 
thrower—that marble muscular model of the 
Vatican. But it was in the drinking scene that 
the histrionic genius of Mr. Crisp showed the 
brightest. His simulated drunkenness was 4 
marvel of mimetic power and was so true to na- 
ture that the audience must have been forcib/y 
remninded ot the late Ben DeBar’s **'Toodies."’ 
The lines to the cdemoniacal character 
of wine were delivered with a power und force 
never betore applied to this part, though the 
temptation to rant wus at times quite marked. 
Mr. Crisp introduces many bits of busines. 
hitherto overlooked by gentlemen who have 
essayed this character, such us feeling for his 
wig, Siniling at his thumb and draping himseif 
in his cloak, which are quite effective. One ot 
his best hits was made in leaving the stage ut 
the end of the scene where he is disgraced for 
drunkenness. As he starts off he mechunicall) 
moves tosard the saloon where he obtained 
his liquor a few moments before. As he reaches 
the threshold he recognizes the vile den, utters 
a shuddering cry like poor ‘‘Coupeau’’ io 
‘*Assommoir,’’ hides bis face in his cloak and 
beats a hasty retreat down the stage. In al 
this Mr. Crisp shows great study and intelli. 
gence. His gestures are atall times finished 
und graceful, and we think we recognize ia 
him «wn accomplished student of the Delsartian 
urt. It ve should attempt to criticise him at 
all, it wonld be to hint that a Venetian lieuten 
unt should not be standing watch amid war 
like elements or drinking with gallants of Cy- 
prus inthe rich garbot the ball-room. A 
pDinin hauberk and a leathern cap would have 
been more in keeping with the character. But 
this is ua trivial matter. 

Mr. Crisp was supported by Tomasso Salvini, 
the well known Italian actor, who rendered his 
part in Italian somewhat to the detriment of 
the periornmance. We have elsewhere spoken 
of this gentleman’s abilities. The part of 
lago“ wascarried by Mr. Hl. 4. Weaver, au 
old time actor, who fuiled completely to inter 
pret the insidious devil. Miss Ellie Wilton, 
who pluved the part of Desdemona, is « 
Pleasing actress with a slight voice but charm 
‘Ing stuge presence. She looked the part in every 
sense, and was what Othello!“ wouldcall ‘‘an 
exceHent wretch.’’ Marie Prescott § distin- 
guished herself in the disagreeable role ot 
‘*‘Emelin.’’ She is quite a talented artiste 
During the performance Mr. Le Grand White. 
the Alophone manipulator, was received with 
enthusiastic encores, and divided the honors 
tuirly with the players onthe stage.

PROGRAMME PRIVILEGES. 


The Appellate Court ona Publishing Con- 
tract for Theater Programmes. 

The Court of Appeals to-day aftirmed the 
judgment oi the Circuit Court in the case of 
Max Fischer against Chas. P'. Chonteau et al. 
This was asuit on a contract. The plaintiff 
was at one time acting treasurer of 
De Bar's Opera-house, and during the 
yeur prev ions he, under a contract with 
John W. Norton, the manager, had enjoyed the 
priv lege of publishing and distributing the 
programmes.ot the house. The plaintiff had 
been for several vears connected with the thea- 
ter in one way and another, and knew that the 
engagements of theater officers expire with the 
close of theatrical eur or session, 
and are renewed for the succeeding 
year. In May ld7sthe plaintiff and Norton en- 
tered into a contract by which the plaintiff was 
to have ‘the privilege of publishing and dis- 
tributing the programmes of the Opera House 
for the ensuing year. Norton at that time had 
made il new engagement With 
Chouteau as administrator of the 
DeBur estate to serve as the manager 
und leading man of the theater forthe season of 
1878-8, subject tothe orders of Chouteau. That 
contract contained nothing which authorized 
Norton to dispose of the programme publishing 
privilege. Mr. Chouteau refused to plaintiff 
the privilege, and he was thus prohibited from 
earrving out the contract and thereby lost the 
protits from advertising which would have ac- 
cruod to him. 1 

The Appelate Court in atirming the judgment 
~ of the Court below, which was in favor of the 
defendants, uns: Ks we view the case the 
plaintiff is simply suing the defendants for 
protits he might have made on acontract which 
they did not authorize,and which he might 
have known they did not authorize if he had 
used the diligence of a business man of 
ordinary prudence, In whatever light we look 
ut this case we cannot see that he has any 

round to stand upon. We hold that the Court 

low rendered the proper judgment upon — 
facts.’’
